SSTV from the ISS! 


"SSTV Transmissions Scheduled from the International 
Space Station: The Russian Amateur Radio on the 
International Space Station (ARISS) team plans to acti- 
vate slow-scan television (SSTV) from the ISS on Sat- 
urday January 31, and on Sunday, February 1. The 
anticipated SSTV mode will be PD180 on 145.800 
MHz with 3-minute off periods between transmissions. 
Twelve different images will be transmitted during the 
operational period. This is the second series of pictures 
to be transmitted. The SSTV transmission are scheduled 
to begin around 1000 UTC on January 31 and around 
0900 UTC on February 1. Transmissions should termi- 
nate around 2130 UTC each day. -- Thanks to ARISS- 
EU Chair Gaston Bertels, ON4WF" 


You can use the free MMSTV - software 
http://hamsoft.ca/ to decode and display the images 
(setup MMSSTV for auto mode for all settings which is 
the easiest way for newbies). Sound card signal slant 
calibration with a time station (WWYV) isn't required 
when you do this for receive. Any satellite tracking 
program or satellite website will tell you when the ISS 
is in the area but I just leave my laptop, VHF/UHF base 
station on 145.800MHz for the 2 days while I do other 
things and have a look now-and-then to see what's been 
captured. Outdoor verticals work well and you can stay 
warm during these winter passes! PD180 takes just over 
3 minutes to transmit an image and is fairly immune 
from Dopper effect but depending on the pass 
altitude/elevation you will get some signal noise. See 
http://www.issfanclub.com/ and http://ariss- 
sstv.blogspot.ca/ for more info.
